Especial­ 
ly was he the supreme court, or 
court of last resort. Jehoshaphat 
realized that such a custom was 
fair neither to the king nor to Un­ 
people. Hence the king established 
courts in all the centers of popula­ 
tion so that litigants would not have 
to go to Jerusalem to have thetr 
cases heard by their nation’s ruler 
and chief justice. 
At Jerusalem Jehoshaphat gj> 
pointed a suprem e court, or a court 
if last resort. Thus he gave to the 
ueople the right to judge their own 
acts. Also, he separated the court* 
into two divisions, one to hear sec­ 
ular cases and the other to hear 
cases involving infractions of re­ 
ligious laws. Here was at least 
semblance of the separation of 
church and state. 
A notable feature of Jehosipi* 
phat’s courts was the instruction.*? 
he gave the judges. No mod^Yo 
judge could receive and observe 
better rules for judging. Here they 
e “Consider what you do, far 
u judge not for man but for the 
I.ird; He is with you in giving 
judgment. Now. then, let tho fgnr 
if the Lord be upon you; take heed 
what you do, tor there is no p**r- 
veision of justice with the Lofd 
na God, or partiality, or taking 
of bribes.” What better instruction 
•ould be given for those who judge 
heir fellows?

If you’re thinking about the possi­ 
bility of raising sheep, late summer 
or early fall ere the best times to 
start, says the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. Research shows that 
sheep are bringing added income to 
many small and medium-sized farms. 
Sheep may be raised in all areas 
of the country, except those where 
land is wet or swampy. The cheap­ 
est and best feed for sheep is pasture 
or sown forage crops. It should not 
be necessary to feed a ewe and her 
lamb more than 100 pounds of grain 
a year. Changing grazing ground fre­ 
quently is necessary. This can be 
done by moving the flock from one 
section of permanent pasture to an­ 
other by means of a portable fencing 
program. 
Studies show' that a flock of 60 
ewes and 2 rams may be expected 
to return $1,300 annually. Of this. 
$864 is estimated from the sale of 
lambs; $64, from the sale of culled 
ewes, and $364. from fleeces Returns 
are based on an anticipated crop of 
72 lambs, with 60 of them sold at 
80 pounds each, for 18 cents a pound. 
Also, it presupposes that the farmer 
will get 68 fleeces, averaging 10 
pounds, and that he will sell them 
for about 55 cents a pound. Actually, 


the 10-year average price for fleeces 
amounts to 52.2 cents a pound — 
slightly lower than that given in the 
study. 
Of course, sheep pose some prob­ 
lems, as do all livestock. One of the 
hardest is the prevention of chilling 
of new born or very young lambs— 
an obstacle to early lambing in cold 
climates. To cope with this situation, 
many farmers follow the recommen­ 
dations of top agricultural engineers 
and brood electrically. 
Lamb brooders may consist only 
of one or more 250-watt infrared 
heat lamps located over the center 
of a 5x5-foot pen. Lights should be 
placed in deep reflectors or purchased 
as complete units. Locate them at 
least 42 inches above the litter. Elec­ 
tricity used amounts to around 6 kwh 
for a 24-hour day. Lambs must not

BERKELEY, Calif. LTV-All polio 
vacination halted officially in Cal­ 
ifornia today pending a final de­ 
cision by U.S. Public Health au­ 
thorities and virus experts as to 
the safety of the injection mater­ 
ials being used. 
The decision was made by a 
special advisory committee to the 
State Board of Health last night 
as specialists in Washington inves­ 
tigated the appearance of infantile 
paralysis among some vaccinated 
children. 
At Least Week 
A halt in the immunization pro­ 
gram for at least a week was de­ 
cided upon. This will prevent sev­ 
eral 
communities 
f r o m 
going 
ahead with plans to inoculate chil­ 
dren 
with 
vaccine 
from 
drug 
houses other than Cutter Labora­ 
tories of Berkeley. 
The Cutter vaccine was with­ 
drawn from use Wednesday after 
several children vaccinated with it 
came down with infantile paral­ 
ysis. 
There 
was no prohibition, 
however, against vaccine made by 
five other pharmaceutical firms. 
But the special comrqittee’s deci­ 
sion halts the use of these other 
vaccines also in California tem­ 
porarily at least. 
As of 5 p.m., yesterday t h e 
State Health Board had records 
of 13 children in California a n d 
one in Chicago who had developed 
polio after receiving vaccine made 
by Cutter. It also had reports of 
six other children who had dcvel- 
opde illness after vaccination but 
polio had not been definitely diag­ 
nosed in tfiese. Five cases also 
were reported in children who re­ 
ceived Cutter vacine in Idaho. 
300,000 Shot 
Dr. Robert Dyar, chief of the 
State Health Department’s division 
of preventive medicine, told t h e 
advisory committee that more than 
300,000 children had received Cut­ 
ter shots. This included 175,000 in 
the California school inoculation 
program; 50.000 in Arizona; 10,300 
in Nevada; 51,500 in New Mexico, 
and 32,000 in Idaho. 
Although the Cutter vaccine had 
not been determined to be t h e 
cause of the polio infections, near­ 
ly all the cases of illness reported 
countrywide a m o n g inoculated 
youngsters were those who had re­ 
ceived that particular brand of in­ 
jection material.

Jehoshaphat succeeded his father 
Asa on the throne of Judah, and, 
like his father, gave his country 
ie its best administrations. 
Really Jehoshuphat’s reign was 
outstanding in several respects. He 
jrecuted some plans that could ve- 
j we” mark him as an excellent 
sample tor any modern day ruler. 
One ot the First notable plans Je- 
loshaphat put into execution was 
o make his country strong in de- 
euse. It must be rem em bered that 
the little country ot Judah was sur- 
ounded by hostile neighbors. Even

Another helpful political ftwlui'* 
of Jehoshaphat’s reign was t h e 
judicial system w'hich he establish­ 
ed. Heretofore the king himself had 
done most of the judging. Especial­ 
ly w'as he the supreme court, or 
court of last resort. Jehoshaphat 
realized that such a custom w&s 
fair neither to the king nor to the 
jjeojde. Hence the king establi -heil 
courts in all the centers uf poj>uLa- 
tion so that litigants would not have 
to go to Jerusalem to heve their 
eases heard by their nation's ruler 
and chief justice. 
At Jerusalem Jehoshaphat uj> 
pointed a supreme court, or a cuiut 
f lust resort Thus he gave to the 
people the right to judge their own 
acts. Also, he separated the courts 
into two divisions, one to hear sec­ 
ular cases and the other to hear 
cases involving infractions of re­ 
ligious laws. Here was at lea>t g 
semblance of the separation of 
church and state.

If you’re thinking about the possi­ 
bility of raising sheep, late summer 
or early fall are the best times to 
start, says the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. 
Research shows that 
sheep are bringing added income to 
many small and medium-sized farms. 
Sheep may be raised in all areas 
of the country, except those where 
land is wet or swampy. The cheap­ 
est and best feed tor sheep is pasture 
or sown forage crops. It should not 
be necessary to feed a ewe and her 
lamb more than 100 pounds of grain 
a year. Changing grazing ground fre­ 
quently is necessary. This can be 
done by moving the flock from one 
section of permanent pasture to an­ 
other by means of a portable fencing 
program. 
Studies show that a flock of 60 
ewes and 2 rams may be expected 
to return $1,300 annually. Of this. 
$864 is estimated from the sale of 
lambs: $64. from the sale of culled 
ewes, and $364. from fleeces Returns 
are based on an anticipated crop of 
72 lambs, with 60 of them sold at 
80 pounds each, for 18 cents a pound 
Also, it presupposes that the fanner } 
will get 68 fleeces, averaging 10 j 
pounds, and that he will sell them i 
for about 55 cents a pound. Actually, 


the 10-year average price for fleeces 
amounts to 52 2 cents a pound — 
slightly lower than that given in the 
study.

If you're thinking about the possi­ 
bility of raising sheep, late summer 
or early fall ere the best times to 
start, says the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. Research shows that 
sheep are bringing added income to 
many small and medium-sized farms. 
Sheep may be raised in all areas 
of the country, except those where 
land is wet or swampy. The cheap­ 
est and best feed for sheep is pasture 
or sown forage crops. It fthould not 
be necessary to feed a ewe and her 
lamb more than IOO pounds of grain 
a year. Changing grazing ground fre­ 
quently is necessary. This can be 
done by moving the flock from one 
section of permanent pasture to an­ 
other by means of a portable fencing 
program. 
Studies show that a flock of 60 
ewes and 2 rams may be expected 
to return $1,300 annually. Of this, 
$664 is estimated from the sale of 
lambs; $64. from the sale of culled 
ewes, and $364. from fleeces Returns 
are based on an anticipated crop of 
72 lambs, with 60 of them sold at 
80 pounds each, for 18 cents a pound. 
Also, it presupposes that the farmer 
will get 68 fleeces, averaging IO 
pounds, and that he will sell them 
for about 55 cents a pound. Actually, 


the 10-year average price for fleeces 
amounts to 52 2 cents a pound — 
slightly low’er than that given in the 
study. 
Of course, sheep pose some prob­ 
lems, as do all livestock. One of the 
hardest is the prevention of chilling 
of new born or very young lambs— 
an obstacle to early lambing in cold 
climates. To cope with this situation, 
many farmers follow the recommen­ 
dations of top agricultural engineers 
and brood electrically. 
Lamb brooders may consist only 
of one or more 250-watt infrared 
heat lamps located over the center 
of a 5x5-foot pen. Lights should be 
placed in deep reflectors or purchased 
as complete units. Locate them at 
least 42 inches above the litter. Elec­ 
tricity used amounts to around 6 kwh 
for a 24-hour day.
